Another v"Ulhful quality which is 

a fundamental principle of Christ's 

lorn is humility. This is not

ment, it seems, unhappily, to depart 
at too early a period, lint thin is 
largely due to improper education or 
a lack' of training, it is therefore an 
unnatural development when youth is 



proud and conceited rather than mod- 
est and humble. The true ami na- 
tural child is dependent, devoid of 
pretension and modest, This sim- 
plicity, grace ami innocence, associate 
themselves by a sort of intuition with 
the excellencies of angels and a better 

world. 

It is this spirit of modesty and 
humility which breathes through all 
the epistles of the beloved disciple, a 
guilclessness and sincerity which only 
they can have, who are meek and 
lowly of heart | a distrust of sell 
which leads to humble (rust in Cod ; 
a spirit beautifully shown by (he 
Svro-1'lncnician woman and the be- 
lieving centurion. It was to teach 
such a spirit that .lesus, when the 
disciples disputed who should be (lie 
greatest, took a child and set him by 
him, and said, " whosoever shall 
receive this child in iny nanm recciveth 
me ; and whoso. .-iveth me 

th him that sent me j ('of Ire 

i among yon all, me same 
shall be great." (Luke : 47 -4s.) 
Tradition declares that tl\is child 

was Ignatius afterwards l.ishop of 
Anlioch, who was cast to, the wild 
beasts on account of his test imony of 
Christ , and u ho (lilts writes in \ iew 
ol martyrdom : " Now 1 begin to be 
a disciple, Nothing, whether of 
things Cisibh' or in\ isihlc expiti 
ambition \\\ gain Christ.

Not only is this docility of youth 
manifested in its readiness to observe 
phenomena, but also in its willingness 
to accept instruction respecting them. 
The soul is yet unversed in the myste- 
ries of knowledge, unpuzzleil by the 
problems which the intellect of mature 
years states but fails to solve, unbi- 
ased by prejudices or pride of opinion. 
It naturally receives without question 
all knowledge or belief which is 
offered to the mind. Who docs not 
envy that childlike spirit which sees 
a present Cod in the lightning's hla/c 
and hears his voice in the crash and 
roll of thunder, which accepts without 
(piestion the language of the Bible 
respecting the universe, which be- 
lieves that. God clothes the lilies of 
the Held and numbers the hairs of 
the head j that the heavens declare 
his glory and the firmament showcth 
his handiwork ? Oh, how near are 
such docile souls to the great Father 

of all ! How gently aj*d yet how 

grandly docs I|e lead his creatures 
toward the sublime knowledge of 
Himself thai thev mav adore and love 
Him ! 

ffnally. The spirit of youth is 

enthusiastic and gh ./'"'. »ud this 

spirit is truly characteristic of the 
Kingdom of Christ. Youth is not 
ashamed to give full cNpression to its 
feelings. It makes no effort to re 
strain its wonder, blushes not to de- 
clare its love, weeps with ready sym 
pathv, l i e TP T hesitates to praise or con 

d n, and enters upon duty with .ill its 

might. It is entirely at war with that 
disposition which is never surprised, 
which accepts everything without 

emotion, which is niggardly of com- 
mendation and afraid to appear in- 
terested list it offend the formalities 
of society. Youth has no such craven 
dread "f natural festivity. Its laugh 
rings with a heartiness which rebukes 
the stein ascetic, i|s whole-souled 
grasp and, fervent embrace break 
down the defences of pride, its fertile 
imagination throws the sanguine hue 
of success over every undcrl aking ; 

its liberal expenditure of effort seems 

waste to the prudent senior, And 
such an enthusiasm and joyousness 
preeminently distinguish Christianity, 
lis founder' wrought his tirst great 
miracle at a marriage festival, that he 
might minister to the joy and c\ 
hilaration of the guests, "and we do 
not serve our Master best by shutting 
out true and hearty pleasure from our 
lives, We rather offend him by such 
pharisaie prohibitions, for the\ MPS 
contrary to (he spirit of his Kingdom. 
Our danger and our fear come from 
the exclusion of eUT Lord from these 
festive scenes. How safe and how 
loubly happy should we be, in all 
lovous occasions, if He who graced 
the wedding at Cana were consciously 
present as a guest and friend ! If with 
the spirit of sanetilied youth we « < I 
coined every BOW joy as the blessing 
of the benignant Saviour, and allowed 
cverv new-born pleasure to oiu'll 

r of pious gratitude and praise, 

we should honor liitn who by His 

matchless precept, bids us "rejoice 

itll theln that do rejoice," as well as 



from the mist. He waked to the con- 
sciousness of artistic pow.-r. Burn- 
ing with tin' joyful enthusiasm of 
nkindled genius, the blood rushing 
to his brow' and the tire flashing from 
his eyes, he cried out, "1 also am a 
winter."

noble service, who are eager to know 
what truth is, who are modest as to 
the range nnl scope of their abilities. 
lie invites the young women who 
would devote their beauty and love- 
liness to adorn and glorify his temple 
courts, and win b arts and 

holy tenderness adherents to his cause.

the gladness which makes every 
object an occasion of delight, to the 
extension of a Kingdom whose uni- 
versal sway would unite every heart 
in holy joy', and speed every foot on 
missions of benevolence and occupy 
every hand with divine ministrations. 
In the name of the blessed Father of 
mankind, I invite you all, my young 
friends, to enter this holy service 
while yet you have the spirit and

I remember seeing one of these 
men who had been supposed to 
threaten a certain village with de- 
struction at noon, hanging out of the 
"lock-up" window at dusk, weeping 
and begging "Some good Christian" 
for heaven's sake to give him "a 
chaw of tobacker." He was a coward 
of course. 

There is another person you think 
nave, perhaps. Your cousin 
John, who is at college. lie. looks 
such a line fellow as be sits telling 
you little boys of the fun they have 
"hazing the freshmen," and you think 
that when you arc as old as he, von 
will "ha/.e freshmen" :i 

Now there arc few more cowardly 
deeds done in this world than mueb 
of that same college har.ing, and the 
fact that the boys have been at il 
here and in Kngland for two hundred 
years, makes it no better. To heap 
insult and injury on some unoffending 
young stranger, to cover him with 
mortification when he naturally 
wants to appear bis best, to pain his 
heart and harm him can be fun to no 
one but a coward. Now and then a 
tragedy occurs, and baling takes an- 
other shape and it becomes murder 
and the public learn plainly that the 
ringleaders are coarse, brutal and con- 
temptible cow ards. A boy who teases 
a p;irl is a sort of a coward. I do not 
like the little fellow who wilfully up- 
sets his sister's workbasket or throws 
her doll down the well, or laughs at her 
when she practices her music lesson. 
I like ft little boy to whom his sisters 
come to get him to mend their toys, 
or show them how to do their sums, 
or take care of them when a dreadful

The deaf-mutes of Germany as- 
sembled in Convention on the" 13th 
and 14th of May last at Wiesbaden. 
The last Convention was held at 
Hannom in 1 S 1) 1 — three years ago. 

The meeting was called to order by- 
Mr. Hossong, who delivered an ad- 
dress of welcome. 

Mr. Hiiehheim in behalf of the 
members thanked him for his kind 
words, 

The election of officers then took 
place, and the following were elected 
to serve until the next Convention : 

President, John Paoher ; Viee-Presi- 

dent, Prani Hossong, and for Secre- 
taries, Messrs. l.udwig and Donouf. 

After the election, communications 
and congratulations from members 
who couldn't be present were read. 

Mr. VYatzultk then spoke on the 
deaf and the pnw. Among other 
things be said that it was the duty of 
every deaf-mute to support a news- 
paper devoted to their interest. In 
the United States he said that the 
deaf supported thirty-eight news- 
papers published for thetl interest, an 
example for the Cennans to follow 

Mr. 1'acher followed Mr. Watr.ulik. 
He said that the '/'mhstummsn 
('oitricr did not appear often enough, 
ami would like to see it issued twice 
a month instead of only once a month, 
Mr. Itrill expressed his regret at 
this, 'and said that ovv tug to 
financial circumstances, the paper was 
at the present lime in a strangled con- 
dition. At least for the present it 
could not he done, but later with the 
■ IcalV assistance be hoped to see Mr. 
Paoher's desire reali/.od. 

Mr. Yollmar then spoke on and in 
favor of kindergarten for deaf chil- 
dren between the ages of four and 
seven, lb said that it was as much 
nee I the deaf as for the hear 

- the little deaf children are not 
able to hear the kind words of their 
parents. They are unable to hear the 
nursery stories so dear to the little 
ones, which are necessary in order to 
teaeh them the difference between 
right ami wrong. Neither oan they 
H joy or sorrow. They know 
nothing of tied, nor the after-iife. If 
treated kindly these children wore un- 
able to express their thanks, because 
tin words are missing. Hut if put 
in kindergartens their bad habits 
gXadoaUj disappear, they soon lcurn 
to be loving and obedient. He then 
said that teachers in kindergartens 
for the deaf must Ih- masters of she 
sign-language. lie concluded by 
moving that such be the sentiment 
scd by the convention, ami 
present agreed with him. 
Mr. Yollmar then again took the 
nnl moved tor the formation of 
an insurance association forth. 
No action was taken, because it 
wan thought unadvisable. The con- 
vention then adjourned for the day. 



Mr. Pacher then invited all pn 
to the unveiling of the Ileinieke monu- 
ment. 

After thanking the Mayor of the 
city for his kindness to the deaf, 1 be 
convention was declared adjourned. 

The next convention will take place 
in three years, 'rime and place not 
decided upon.

After an invocation, Fmlcii Hutch 
inson. President of the School, gave 
a brief recital of its history and pur- 
poses. This was followed by a de- 
monstration of the methods used to 
start deaf children on the road to the 
acquisition of spoken and written 
language. Miss Susan Bliss exhibit- 
ed one of the classes that entered the 
school last Pall. By watching their 
teacher's mouth and comparing its 
motions with their own attempts to 
imitate her, while looking into small 
hand mirrors, and by feeling with 
their fingers the vibrations of the 
vocal cords, they rapidly lean to 
pronounce the elementary sounds and 
to combine them in the utterance of 
words and sentences. The class was 
able to perform actions under direc- 
tions given by the motions of the 
lips, and to write simple seiitcn. 
correct English, 

A more advanced class of pupils 
gave a recitation of "America" orally. 
This was followed by an exhibition 
by an advanced manual class, all the 
members of w hieh were born deaf. 
They answered correctly questions in 
history and geography, and wrote 
short compositions that w ere 
lent ill ideas and language. Similar 
work was done by the most advanced 
oral class, the pupils reading their 
own essays. 

The Superintendent announced that 

to give the pupils the opportunity to 

perfect themselves in their trades, it 

liad been determined to supplement 

the ten years' intellectual course with 



building to contain an assembly hall 
large enough to hold the whole 

school ; a museum, library, etc.
